His black and ponderous cloud of 
witneſſes which your Ladiſhip pro- 
duceth againſt all artificial Beauty, from 
the Suffrages of ancient 'and later Di- 
vines, did, I confeſs, a long time ſo ſcare 
me, that I: feared a Deluge of Divine 
Wrath in no-caſe to be more unavoid- 
ably poured forth upon the Soul, than 
in this of giving any aſſiſtance to the 
Face and Complexion ; ſo terrible Preſa- 
ges of Storms did the Thunder and 
Lightning give both from the Preſs and 


' Pulpits'of grave and: godly Men. No 


Soul was more ſhaken than-I-was,.in the 
Minority of my ſudgment;. when [ 
had more of traditional Superſtition 
than of judjcious Religion, and valued 
more the number of Mens-Names than 
the weight of. their Reaſons. 
But at length, finding by- my greater 
Experience in the World, -that-many, if 
not moſt, Women of. more .polithed: 
G. 5 Breed» 
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Breeding, every way vertuous, and 
moſt commendable for all worthy Qua- 
lities, yet did uſe more or leſs(private- 
Iy, and it may be leſs diſcernibly to vul- 
gar eyes) ſomething of Art to retard Age 
and Wrinckles, to preſerve or recover 
a good Complexion, to quicken that Co- 
lour which is the Life of the Face, and 
to diſpel the Death of an exceſſive Pale- 
neſs, notwithſtanding what was with 
ſo great Zeal and Terrour urged by ſome 
againſt all ſuch PraCtices, which are not
